The state refund on taxes of 
1920 was received in the office of 
County Treasurer, J. W. Westbrook 
this morning and the wheels of, re­ 
distributing the tax payments to 
payers in Pontotoc county got under 
way. 
The entire fund will be redistrib­ 
uted to 1800 taxpayers of Pontotoc 
county according to 1920 receipts 
dug up by the county treasurer.

Expert 
Avers 
Lost Heat is 
Millions Expense to 
Nation Annually 


CHICAGO, May 7.— An annuaj 
fuel tax of $450,000,000 
for 
the 
United States “is approximately the 
price paid by home owners and ten­ 
ants for building standards of the 
United States, which are extrava­ 
gant of fuel,” according to a sur­ 
vey completed here by the Bureau 
of Industrial Research, which ex­ 
tended into all parts of the country 
and in which a number of state uni­ 
versities co-operated. 
What it describes as "the waste­ 
ful standard of construction” will 
be maintained in buildings to be 
erected this year, the survey says, 
and adds that this will add “many 
more millions to the fuel tax and 
be passed on to tenants in require­ 
ments for excessive rents to cover 
the fuel waste.” • 
“The fuel consumed in 16,000,000 
homes of northern states is fully 30 
percent and probably 
50 percent 
more than would be necessary if 
standards were maintained in ma­ 
terials,” the survey reports. “The 
heat which pours upward through 
the roof of buildings in Chicago, 
New York and every other large 
city where artificial heat is requir­ 
ed during part of the year, repre­ 
sents a wasted expenditure of fully 
a billion dollars every four years, 
for 60 percent of the heat produced 
by burning expensive fuel under 
present conditions escapes through 
; the roofs. The time honored fallacy 
that air spaces between roof and 
; upper ceiling serve to stop heat 
loses is discredited. 
“Owners of buildings have not 
; been taught that heat is transmitted 
through lumber, brick and stone 
, just as it is through glass, but less 
rapidly. 
Many homes in America 
have a fuel cost equal in a period 
I of 25 years to the first cost.”
